Emery A. Storrs, the great 
by oa i the prominent Republican 
— 8 well-known orator, who had 
deen in Ottawa for the last ten days, was dead. 
A call at the Clifton Hotel proved the report 
was indeed too true. He had been found dead 
in bis bed at the hotel bere at a few moments 
past 7 O clock. He was found by Mrs. Storrs, 
who came down by the Peru accommodation 
jast evening in response to a telegram 
from him in which he had informed 
ber that he was ill and desired her 

He bad apparently been dead about 


three hours. Mrs. Storrs had occupied 


another bed in the same room. When she 
awoke about 7 o’clock she spoke to ner hus- 
band, calling him by name, but received no 
reply. She sprang from ber ‘own bed, went 
over to the bed of her husband, touched him, 
and found him lifeless. She called for assist- 


ance, and the startling fact that Mr. Storrs was 


dead was almost instantly known throughout 
the hotel. 

Dr. Chester Hard, a resident physician, was 
hurriedly summoned, bemg a boarder at the 
botel. He had left Mr. Storrs at a late hour 
last evening feeling fairly comfortabie and in- 
duiging m a smoke. An examination of the 
body showed that death had been caused by 
paralysis of the heart. Telegrams were burri- 
edly sent to J. H. Dixon, at Mr. Storrs’ office in 
this city: Michael McDonald, who acts for Mr. 
Mackin, in whose interest Mr. Storrs bad gone 
to Ottawa to attend the Supreme Court; and to 
his son, George Storrs, in New York. 


Though Mr. Storrs had been ili and nervous 


for several days, he had not been entirely con- 
fined to his room. He had frequently been 
down-stairs around the Clifton House corridor 
during the last few days, and lastnight at 5 
o'clock he came down and sat in the 
office for some time, smoked a’cigar, and chat- 
ted as pleasantly and brilliantly as ever. On 
retiring he was asked how he felt. He replied, 
us he moved weakly and tremblingly toward 
the stairway, bis hand upon his side, and with 
asmile: That is how I feel.“ | 
THE PHYSICIAN’S ACCOUNT. 

Dr. Hard was found and made a statement to 
this effect: About a week or ten days ago 
Mr. Storrs took a severe cold and was com- 
pelled to use medicine. Thursday night he 
was taken worse and before midnight suffered 
great pain across the chest, with tendencies to- 
wards congestion of the brain. His breathing 
was very labored, but by the use of bot fomen- 
tations and other remedies the difficult breath- 
ing was relieved. The pbysician then warned 
him of the possibility of an attack of pleurisy 
or pneumonia or both. The next day the 
patient was better and came down-stairs. His 
wife arrived last evening at 8 o’clock and found 
him resting well, with the prospects of a good 
night's sleep. She had not been sent for, as it 
was not Mr. Storrs’ w'sh that she should know 
of bis illness, it was considered so slight. At 
10 o'clock I was called to the room, and after 


‘adjusting some pouitices to his chest, as Mr. 


Storrs had complained of twinges of pain in 
the left side, I left bim smoking a 
cigar in bed. At this time, so _ far 
from apprehending any serious consequences, 
Mr. Storrs remar«ed to me_.th@t he should re- 
turn bome to Chicago in the morning,’ but for 
qe to cali. Shortly after I left Mrs. Storrs, 
being weary with travei, retired for the night, 
and soon fell asleep. Once only she awakened, 
and, finding her husband walking the room, she 
inquired how he felt, and asked if he wanted 
anything. He repiied that he only wanted 
‘Some of those cough-drops." She again 
jell asleep and did not awaken un- 
til 7 o'clock this morning. She 
called him but received no answer. She 
Sprang up, but be was dead. She then called 
me, but I found that life had been extinct 
probably for some hours.” 
THE CAUSE. 

There had been no band to smooth the pil- 
low, no ear to catch the last word; nor is it 
known that be was himself conscious that it 
was death calling him. It is more than proba- 
dle that he quietly slept, and while sleeping the 
Jnessenger arrived and bore hence all but the 
clay. In the opinion of Mr. Hard “death was 
the result either from a spasm of the heart, or 
embolism, or possibiy paraiysis of the heart.“

Of all the lawyers conversed with on the 
subject of Mr. Storrs’ death all spoke highly of 
his ability, both oratorical and legal; and all 
said too—something that will surprise most 
people—that his legal ability was due to hard 
work. He put an amount of time and hard 
application into his work that would frighten 
an ordinary lawyer. He never went to trial 
with a case without knowmg just what he was 
going to do, and pretty much what the other 
side could do. 

The expression used by Mr. Storrs recently 
in the argument of the Mackin case to the ef- 
fect that this was probably the last time he 
would ever address the court has been inter- 
preted by some as a premonition of death.

Yesterday forenoon was devoted by Judge 
Prendergast.to the arguments in the Mayor- 
alty contest upon the motion for leave to 
amend the petition. Nobody entertained any 
serious doubt that such amendment would be 


pursuing their settled policy of running every 
technical obstacie to its last legs, spent two 
mornings in the invention of ingenious argu- 
ments against the motion. Allan C. Story 
took up the thread that be bad dropped Friday, 
insisting that as the whole proceeding was 
statutory the court acquired no jurisdiction 
until a petition was filed such as the 
statute prescribes, and that the order sustain- 
ing the demurrer on substantial grounds 
showed that the present petition was not such 
as the statute prescribes. Inasmuch as the 
time for first filing such a petition has elapsed, 
Mr. Story claimed that no amendment could 
be allowed. 

He was followed by George W. Brandt, who 
dwelt in his well-known energetié style upon 
the morning newspapers, and concluding with 
a few remarks relevant to the case, 

Judge Trumbull took up the argument at 
12:15 p. m. There was only one question, he 
said, and that was whether the court bad ac- 
quired jurisdiotion. The alleged affidavit was 
no affidavit at all, amounting only to a state- 
ment that the petition vas true for aught 
alllant knew to the contrary. Hence there was 
no Verified petition, and the court had acquired 
no jurisdiction. 

A. W. Green replied briefly to the observa- 
tions of Mr. Story and his confréres, pointing 
out the particulars in which the authorities 
cited for the defendant failed to be applicable. 
The Illinois etatute assimilated an election con- 
test to a bill in chancery, and amendments 
must be permitted as in chancery proceedings. 

Judge Prendergast pronounced his decision 
in a few words. The language of the statutes, 
he said, was plain. The proceeding was to be 
governed by the rules of chancery, and amend- 
ments ought to be allowed. Besides, the evi- 
dent tendency of the statutes was to facilitate 
the liberty of amendment in all cases when it 
tended to substantial justice. 

An order was accordingly entered permitting 
the contestants to amend the petition in three 
particulars: First, by making Sidney Smith a 
party; secondly, by filmg a proper verification; 
and, thirdly, by setiing forth the names of un- 
qualified voters, with times and places of the 
Illegal voting, and the respects in which the 
voters were unqualified. Ten days are allowed 
for amendment. 

Mr. Green, when asked. at what time he 
would file the amendments to the original pe- 
tition, said that he would do 80 as soon as he 
could get the papers ready, and certainly long 
before the expiration of the ten days Judge 
Prendergast had granted him for the purpose.

There can be no 
doubt that the revived Young Democracy 
movement which now attracts the attention of 
Democrats all over the State was started in the 
interest of Carter Harrison when the latter, 
about eighteen montùhs apo, took it into his 
head to become the Vice-Presidentiail candi- 
date. But the machine bad stili too greata 
hold in this county to make it possible for 
Harrison to run an opposition movement and 
he had to goto the National Convention in 
company with Joe Mackin and Mike McDonald, 
although he had sworn before that he would 
keep both of them out. Harrison's back-down 
made of the young Democracy a downright 
opposition movement, and it now com- 
prises not only all the elements opposed 
to tne Mike McDonald-Van Pelt-Rensselaer 
Stone-Joe Mackin machine, but also nearly 
every oppouent of Carter Harrison. It is even 
quite likely that the latter’s opponents have 
full control of the organization. Mr. Winston 
was tne President, and he will next Thursday, 
when the convention assemblies, be replaced in 
all probability by Mr. Harry Donovan, who is 
known as entirely opposed to the machine and 
its ramifications, and to be no particular ad- 
mirer of Carter Harrison. Nor can it be 
doubted that Mr. Donovan’s candidacy has the 
approval of the Federal Administration, which 
is exceedingly anxious to get the party reor- 
ganized and freed from the rule of the pres- 
ent machine. Mr. Donovan was made Superin- 
tendent of Letter Carriers, with the understand- 
ing that he was to be the party orgaaizer 
in the interest of the Administration, and his 
energetic candidacy for the Presidency of the 
Young Democracy is only a part of the program 
mapped out for him by far-seeing managers at 
the National Capital. The opposition to Dono- 
van is easily traceable to Harrisonian sources. 
Tom Driscoli of the Eighth Ward is a City-Hall 
employé and the loudest adversary of Dono- 
van. Yet he has been unable to prevent the 
election of a delegation friendly, if not pledged, 
to Donovan from his own ward. The other 
principal opponent of Donovan is Mr. Frank 
Walker, Assistant State’s-Attorney and a pro- 
nounced Harrison man. He has used 
the Grinnell influence against Donovan, 
but the datter’s triends claim to have 
compietely neutralized Mr, Walker's efforts. 
The. Young Democracy will make an active 
fight at the coming primaries in order to obtain 
control of the convention. it will, as is stated 
on good authority, refrain from dictating can- 
didates, but it will demand some very import- 
ant modifications of the party organization in 
order to be able to get a respectable if not a 
controlling representation in the County Cen- 
tral Committee. The latter will have to purge 
itself of anti-Cleveland sentiment or it will be 
driven to the wall. That seems to be one of 
the first items on the program of reorganiza- 
tion with which Mr. Donovan is believed to be 
charged.

All 
that causes some discussion is the question 
whether the next primaries sball be held un- 
der the new law or not.

At present his eyes are fixed on the County 
Treasuryship. Yet he answers the prime 
requisit in a candidate for a Federal positicn—he 
is not a Harrison Democrat. Whether Mr. 
Dreyer’s appointment would be satiefactory to 
the entire German element of the Democracy 
is not yet fully ascertained. Feelers are now 
being put out to gain information on this point, 
If it should appear that his candidacy is not 


well received it would be left to wither away 


durmg the autumn weather. On the other 
hand, his appointment would be strictly in the 
line of the advice given the President some 
months ago that if the mugwump Germans 
were to be kept in the Democratic fold they 
must have their share of the public fodder. 
Safely anchored to a Federal office there is 
little doubt that Mr. Dreyer wouid make a very 
good Democrat. ; 

It is possibie, though, that his claims may be 
disputed by Bishop John Oberly.

THE LATE EMERY STORRS. | 

The announcement of the death of the dis- 
tinguished lawyer, Emery Storrs, which 
occurred at Ottawa early yesterday morning, 
will be received by this community and the 
public at large with surprise as well as re- 
gret, It was not generally known that he 
was ailing, nor was there any falling off from 
his customary activity and vigor that would 
indicate he was In a dangerous condition. 
He himself, however, must have had almost 
a premonition of approaching death, for he 
said in his speech before the Supreme Court 
Wednesday last: I come today, probably 
for the last time in my life, before a tribu- 


_ nal for which I have the most profound 


‘‘reverence and respect — the Supreme 
„Court of this majestic and imperial State. 

„Tour Honor, there is no space in 
5 wo skies for law. In the heavens the 
“winds die and calm is sure to prevail. 


The cyclone is short. The plague van- 


‘“‘ishes.” It is supposed that he had in mind 
in these allusions his contemplated removal 
to New York; but, none the less, the words 
were strangely prophetic. He will never 
appear again before the courts, Whither he 
has gone there is no space for law. 
plague of life has vanished and he is at rest. 

The events of Mr. Storrs’ life are given in 
detail elsewhere, but he occupied too promi- 
nent a position in this community and before 
the country at large to permit Tux TRIBUNE 
to bid farewell to him with mere biographical 
mention. He was a brilliantand gifted man, 
both as a lawyer and a public speaker. Had 
he been more symmetrically poised he would 
have been a great man. In his own profes- 
sion he took a high place, and narrowly es- 
caped rising to the rank of such advocates as 
Rufus Choate, William M. Evarts, and 
Charles O’Conor. In brilliancy, quickness, 
and expertness few American lawyers were 
his equal. No emergency found him un- 
prepared, no Strategy of an adversary could 
surprise him; but he was not great in the 
sense of capacity for steady and laborious 
work. He had quick legal perceptions, and was 
equally rapid in his discernment. of the points 
in a case and in taking advantage of them. 
He was specially strong in assimilating 
the results of others’ plodding and using them 
to the best effect. He would not, for in- 
stance, have had the patience to dig to the 


bottom of a case involving two or three years 
of toil, He had not the capacity, cr at least. 


the temperament, for dry, exhausting labor 
of this kind. He preferred cases which he 
could seize upon at once, which presented 
points of attraction, and which offered ad- 
vantages for that extempore effort in which 
he was a master. But when any one else 
had done the preliminary. delving few law- 
yers could take the results of such toil and 
place the case before court or jury with such 
power and brilliancy as he. Had the sympa- 
thy of the public with him been as strong as 
its admiration for his brilliant qualities he 
would haye taken a still higher position than 
he did, and he might have reached those po- 
sitions which were within the scope of his 
political ambitions. 

As an orator he lacked dignity, impressive- 
ness, and commanding power, and yet few 
public speakers in this country have as much 
popularity as did Mr. Storrs. His extempore 
efforts were always his best, The speeches 
which he elaborated at his leisure, while 
more finished in literary style, never had the 
attractiveness nor the popular effect of those 
which he made upon the spur of the moment. 
He spoke with remarkable fluency, and, what 
is remarkable in a copious speaker, he al- 
ways went to the point. He had a keen 
sense of the ridiculous and an endiess fund 
of humor and witty illustration, In 
his political addresses he demoiished 
his adversaries more frequently by 
sarcasm than by argument, and pet, 
while he was more apt to appeal 
to the risibilities of his audience than to their 
sober opinions, his reasoning was remark- 
ably clear, and at times he rose to brilliant 
flights of oratory. He was a man of wide 
and varied culture, and, what may not be 
generally known, was an accomplished critic 
of art, music, and the drama. There was a 
Bohemian element in his composition which 
led him in these directions, and he enjoyed 
entertainment of all kinds with rare zest. 
Had his diversified traits been more harmo- 
niously assorted, and had they been dominated 
by a higher strength of purpose, he would 
have left behind him a record as great as it 
is now brilliant, 


A POINT IN THE ELECTION-LAW 
CASES, 

One issue raised in the bogus cases now 
pending in the Supreme Court on appeal 
from Judge Prendergast does not seem to be 
correctly understood even by many who have 
paid considerable attention to the matter. 
The enemies of election reform contend that 
the new law is invalid because it casis upon 
the County Court duties ‘which are essen- 
tially executive. The act provides that the 
Judge of the County Court shall perform a 
number of duties in carrying it Into execu- 
tion. Before it is submitted to a vote of the 
people the County Judge must publish a 
notice and order the preparation of the nec- 
essary blanks. Incase the new law should 
be adopted the Judge of the County Court 
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ing to either of the others.” Now it is con- 
tended that such duties as advertising an elec- 
tion notice, canvassing votes, and appointing 
Commissioners are “ essentially executive” 
and cannot be performed by a Judge, whom 
the Constitution restricts to purely judicial 
functions. The same question has been pre- 
sented many times before, and the courts 
have almost invariably been able to solve it 
without declaring that it is unconstitutional 
for a Judge to perform any other public du- 
ties than those that are purely judicial, The 


‘purpose of the constitutional provision was 


to prevent the same officer acting in making, 
applying, and enforcing the law, but it does 
not follow that a Judge may not perform acts 
of an executive character without interfering 
in the slightest degree with his judicial du- 
ties. Judges usually have regarded such du- 
ties as imposed on them in their character as 
citizens rather than as judicial officers. Be- 
cause a man is on the bench it does not fol- 
low that he cannot be required to serve the 
people in some other capacity, provided it 
does not conflict with his official duties. 

As early as 1792 Congress passed an act 
requiring the United States Circuit Judges to 
examine certain applications for pensions and 
certify their opinions to the Secretary of 
War. It was denied that this was a judicial 
duty, but nevertheless the courts generally 
proceéded to perform it. The Supreme Court 
held the act invalid on the ground that it im- 
posed the new duty on the Judges in their 
judicial character and not simply as Commis- 
sioners acting outside of court. The distine- 
tion thus drawn has since been observed, and 
in accordance with it persons acting as Judges 
have been required to perform other than 
judicial duties. The United States Judges 
are now charged with the appointment of 
Deputy Marshals for election purposes. 
Other courts frequently perform the duty of 
appointing officers- of various kinds. South 


Park Commissioners were appointed in this 
comnty a few years 


ago by the Circuit Judge 
and the Supreme Court affirmed the validity 
of the proceeding. The general doctrine 
which applies to the Election-law matter and 
all other similar cases i¢ that a Judge may be 
required to serve the public in any other 
capacity, provided that such labors do not 
conflict with his judicial duties, 
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HOADLY’S REPLY TO SHERMAN. 


We print elsewhere some extracts from 
the reply of Gov. Hoadly to Senator Sher- 
man, made yesterday at Painesville, O. It 
embraced only two points worthy of notice: 
First, the alleged “‘ waving of the bloody 
shirt“; and, second, the Mullen pardon. As 
to the first point, Gov. Hoadly does not an- 
swer Senator Sherman at all. He contents 
himself with g sneering denial of the sup- 
pression of the Republican vote in the South, 
and then dodges the issue by declaring that

power to have remedied it. This is but a 


miserable evasion of the question. These 
Republican votes have disappeared in more 
than one Southern State to such an extent as 
to elect Democrats in Republican States. The 
Republican vote which was not cast in the 
South through fear of the people to go to 
the polls would have elected Mr. Blaine by 


| giving him at least five more States. Missis- 


sippi and South Carolina are the two strong 
Republican States in the South. If the Re- 
publican vote of these States is not sup- 
pressed, how is it that the Republican Execu- 
tive Committee of the former announces it 
will put no candidates in the field this fall 
because it is not possible to have an honest 
election at the polls, and because it we 
would organize the opposition to the Demo- 


cratic party in this State and defeat their 


candidates by a large majority they would 
nevertheless be returned elected by a ma- 
jority larger than that by which they were 
defeated’’? How is it that the vote of South 
Carolina has shrunk from 91,786 in 1876 to 
21,733 in 1884 if no Republican votes have 
been suppressed? The Utica Herald re- 
cently made a comparison of Northern 
and Southern States having the same 
representation in Congress and in 
the Electoral College which illustrates 
this point very clearly. Wisconsin casts over 
50,000 votes more than North Carolina, Min- 
nesota 63,738 more than Arkansas, New 
Hampshire 25,000 more than Florida, and 
Kansas 172,514 more than South Carolina, 
and yet these States are the complements of 
each other in, Congressional and Electoral 
representation! Now, if the votes in these 


Southern States were full and free, as Gov. 


Hoadly claims, then North Carolina, Arkan- 
sas, and Florida have one and South Caro- 
lina four Congressmen to whom they are not 
entitled, as well as proportionate representa- 
tion in the Electoral College. That was the 
point made by Senator Sherman—namely: 
that the South has usurped the benefits grow- 
ing out of thirty-eight Electoral votes and 
thirty-eight votes in Congress which repre- 
sent the suppressed votes in these States, and 
it is a point based on cold facts which Gev. 
Hoadly does not answer. 

The position which Gov. Hoadly takes 
upon the pardon of Mullen shows a shocking 
disregard of the ordinary rights of citizen- 
ship which is disereditable both to himself 
and to the President. Hoadly boasts not 
only he signed the petition for the pardon 
but that he went in person to the President 
and solicited it, and that subsequently he 
(Hoadly) wrote to Cleveland urging him to 
pardon Mullen before the Presidential vaca- 
tion began. Was haste urged in order that 
Mullen might bea delegate to the conven- 
tion that nominated Hoadly, and that the 
other fine workers might understand there 
was no danger in committing outrages upon 
the honesty of elections with a Democratic 
Administration in power? And what were 
the reasons which Gov. Hoadly laid before 
the President for the pardon of Mullen? He

CLEVELAND AND THE SILVER 
PROBLEM. 

The position of the Administration on the 
silver question appears to be that it will en- 
force the Wall street ideas of sound financial 
politics, and if the law stands in the way so 
much the worse for the law. The autocratic 
methods of the Administration are remarka- 
ble, Some of Jordan’s recent performances 
are such thatif he were a Republican his im- 
‘peachment would probably be attempted by 
the Democratic House. The determination 
to practically ignore Congress and enforce 
Administration notions regardless of the law 
may be thought to illustrate the too fresh 
zeal of green officials who’ know little of the 
methods of the National Government, or it 
may be considered the legitimate result of 
placing the Treasury Department in the ex- 
clusive charge of New- Forkers. Treasury 
Officials are now busily engaged drawing 
bills to revise the tariff and adjust the silver 
coinage in accordance with Wall street doc- 
trines. If Jordan has full swing the matter 
of silver coinage may be regulated be- 
fore Congress is permitted to take a vote in 
regard to it. | 

According to the New York Administra- 
tion idea Congress is not only to be ignored, 
but the people are to be taught a few lessons 
they will not soon forget. The withdrawal 
of the $1 and $2 legal-tender notes cannot be 
considered a sincere attempt to execute the 
law in popularizing and extending the circu- 
lation of silver, but, as the New York Sun 
says, it is avowedly done for the purpose 
of rendering silver unpopular.” Measures 
are being taken to compel the people to use 
silver dollars and make it as difficult as possi- 
| ble for them to secure small notes for any 
purpose. ‘Thus, when the Chicago banks ap- 
plied to the Treasurya few days ago for 
$2,000,000 in small notes and gold coins they 
were told they must pay for the transfer 75 
cents per $1,000 of currency and $1 per 
$1,000 of gold, The Government) has a ; 
standing contract under which it has this | 
service performed for 25 cents per $1,000 in 
either gold or paper. Hence under this 
practice the Government makes a profit in 
exchanging its own currency, and imposes 
unfair terms that the banks will be reluctant 
to accept. In no section of the country have 
the people declared in favor of a single stand- 
ard silver currency, and the arbitrary attempt 
to deprive them of paper and gold may not 
produce the effect that is desired in Wall 
street and sought after so eagerly in Wash- 
ington. In the Northwest there is at present 
an urgent desire fog thé currency. called for 
by the Chicago banks, but this is owing to 
the fact that small notes and gold coins are 
indispensable for certain uses. The demand 
does not prove any popular dissatisfaction 
with the silver dollars. The same men who 
opposed the demonetization of silver will be 
equally firm in resisting the forced with- 
drawal of the small notes and lighter coins. 
They are opposed to a singe standard in 
either metal, and the attempt to make 
them sick of silver may prove an ill-advised 
policy. So far as the Administration is aim- 
ing to secure the demogetization of silver 
again—and we understand from the New 
York Herald that it cherishes such a purpose 
ts course is simply suicidal. 

In his letter of Feb. 24 Mr. Cleveland 
favored the immediate and unconditional re- 
peal of the Bland act and declared there was 
grave danger of silver driving out gold. Yet 
within six months the Administration is re- 
sorting to arbitrary measures to bring about 
this result for the avowed purpose of dis- 
gusting the people with silver and forcing 
them to consent to a suspension of the coin- 
age and possibly to the adoption of the single 
gold standard. It is not likely any such 
method of argument will succeed. There is 
a growing and well-founded belief among 
prudent. men that the silver coinage should 
be suspended, but this opinion will not be 
quickened by efforts to send the people to 
school with Wall street financiers for their 
masters; and any effort to increase debts and 
decrease the valne of property by making 
gold a single standard will bring down on 
the Administration that attempts it the ex- 
ecration of the people> The people are 
easily convinced by facts or sound argument, 
but it will be found difficult to drive them 
into a change of policy by Executive bull- 
dozing. If Cleveland were not a tyro in Na- 
tional politics he would not attempt it. 

The new Treasury officials may as well 
suspend their labors in drawing up silver 
bills for Congress to pass. When Mr. Cleve- 
land made his recommendation last February 
it was at once voted down by a large majority 
of his own party. The proposition reported 
from the Appropriations Committee in favor 
of the suspension of the coinage was voted 
down—yeas, 113; nays, 152. The Demo- 
cratic members from the South and West 
were almost unanimous in opposing the prop- 
osition. In the next House the Southern 
and Western Democrats will have a still 
stronger representation, and, according to 
every indication, they will be firmly opposed 
to 'the repeal of the Bland act” 
The arbitrary course of the Administration 
will.only tend to increase the dissensions in 
the Democratic party, and, if persisted in, 
must make the needed suspension of the 
coinage difficult, if not impossible. Simple 
self-respect on the part of Congress will 
make that body reject-an attempt at Exécu- 
tive dictation. The silver question is sure to 
be troublesome for Mr. Cieveland. Notwith- 
standing the high-handed attempts to set the 
law aside and ignore Congress, it will not be 
another year before the President ts taught 
he cannot enforce reforms or changes of pol- 
icy contrary.to the will of his own party. It 
would be enough to ask for @ suspension of 
the coinage. An attack on silver. all 
the line can only be attended with. the most % 
unfortunate consequences.

It was re- 
marked that this is the first time in the history of 
the trade that grain has been taken through by 
rail with lake rates as low as they are at présent.

Another lot of 9 boat-loadé, or 12,0 Du, of No, 2 
red wheat was reported posted in York yes- 
day as out of condition. It was understood to be 
in the same house that has let so much other wheat 


get out of order within the last few months. Why

It is estimated that the stocks of provisions at 
this point have been reduced to about 125,000 bris 
pork, 58,000 tes of contract lard, and 24,000,000 Ibs 
of short ribs. The reduction so far this month has 
been very rapid, favored by lower freight rates, 
but it is generally rapid in September, and has been 
especially so inthis month inthe last two years, 
Some parties in the trade think that very little of 
the old stuff will be left on hand at the opening of 
the next packing season. 

About 7,000 bu wheat was noted-—yesterday as 
having been shipped to Milwaukee. | It is probably 
low-grade wheat going to the millers there. It 
will be remembered that the movement of spring 
wheat to that city begins later in the season than 
that to Chicago, as @ matter of latitade.

Her length at the load water-line, from D to E. is 
81.6 feet. Her beam width, from M to N, is only 15 feet, and ber greatest depth, which is at her 
heel, is 18% feet. She is, therefore, 7 feet 7 inches narrower than the Puritan and 5 feet 1 inch

This comparative depth and width show the most essential difference between a cutter 
sloop. The centre-board sloop, bowever; of which the Puritan is a type, is enabled, by 


dropping a board into the water, as sbown in the first figure by the letters H, G, and F, to draw 
as much water as a cutter if the violence of the wind forces her to require a deeper bottom. 

These designs are prepared with absolute accuracy, and display the exact lines of the vessels. 
It is observable that the Puritau’s bow from B to E ie a slight arc, while that of ber rival is per- 
fectly straight.

EPIDEMICS. 


THE CHOLERA’S RAVAGES. 

Lonpon, Sept. 12.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 
ble to The Tribune. I— The Mansion House fund 
for the relief of the cholera sufferers in Spain 
was opened yesterday, and the offerings al- 
ready amount to $15,000. The opinion now 
prevails that the worst of the epidemic is past, 
and the newspapers complain because the fund 
s only opened now after 100,000 victims have 
died and months of misery have been unre- 
lieved. 

Maprip, Sept. 12.—The total number of cases 
of cholera reported in Madrid since Sept. 1 was 
1,066, and for the whole of Spain from the 
same period 23,644. The total number of 
deaths throughout Spain since Sept. 1 was 
6,379. The disease has almost disappeared 
from the Provinces of Valencia, Murcia, Sara- 
gossa, and Gmaanada. 

Paris, Sept. 12.—A few cases of cholera and 
deaths from the disease reported from various 
towns in the South of France. 

The Archbishop of Aix, Department of 
Bouches-du-Rhone, seventeen miles north of 
Marseilles, has died from cholera, contracted 
while visiting a cholera hospital. 

TOULON, Sept. 12.—There were four deaths 
from cholera here last night. The weather is 
cooler and the disease is gradually disappear- 
ing. 


OTHER CONTAGIOUS DISHASES. 

MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 12.—The official state- 
ment of the Health Office today shows there 
were sixty-five new cases of smail-pox re- 
ported, of which only twenty-six were verified.

Says another correspondent: ‘The Liberal 
party in England is muon confused. It is still 
without any definit political program, and yet 
some of its principal leaders have felt them- 
selves compelled to make party utterances, 
These bave been so far extremely contra- 
dictory. One result is that the party's 
Parliamentary candidates are making all 
sorts of pledges, and the Liberal campaign 
just now looks very much like a go0-as-you- 
please race. In Great Britain alone there are 
more than 500 Liberal candidates in the field, 
They comprise Liberals, Whigs, Moderatos, 
and Radicals, and the men forming each class 
are gradually getting into record p.edging 
themselves to all manner of political crudities. 


Uniess the party as a whole be 
soon piaced under some intelligi- 
ble program — and bound down 


to some sensible management it will be rent to 
pieces beyond the possibility of reorganization. 
The Giadstone members of the House of Com- 
mons who are candidates for reélection are 
appealing to him to end the anareby by formu- 
ating a policy which will freeze the cranks cut 
of the canvass and thus save the party's 
treagth from being frittered away. It has sc 
cording!y been decided to bold a conierence 
of the recognized leaders of all the factions in 
the Liberal party early in October for the pur 
pose of obtaining some generai understanding.

He has, it is true, promised 
to write a political address this 
fall to his Midiothian constituency, 
but he has fixed the date for 
the issue ofthis letter so that it will be some 
time after the October meeting. In this letter 
the ex-Premier wil: state and explain at length 
the platform of principles he deems best for 
his party. In the meantime strong efforts are 
being made to bring about a compromise be- 
tween the hostile views entertained 
by the followers of Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain and those of the 
Marquis of Hartington, the former represent- 
ing the straight-out Radicals of the Liberal 
party and the latter its Whigs. If the Radizal 
and Whig can reach a common understanding 
for the campaign, Mr. Gladstone, it is pre- 
sumed, will formally indorse it and add ta it 
the necessary elements to attract the majorities 
of the other factions, and thus start nis party 
with a united front in the coming contest. It 
is even intimated that Mr. Gladstone has his 
program ready now; that he is engaged in the 
task of trainiig Mr. Chamberlain and Lord 
Hartington up to it; and that the Ootober von- 
ference will simply be a perfunctory affair for 
the purpose of allowing the hostile leaders an 
occasion to submit gracefully.”

THE YAP AFFAIR. 

The Emperor of Germany and Kmg Alfonso 
have exhibited a coOmmendabie mutual for- 
bearance in the Yap affair, and personally done 
much to stem the angry torrent of pub io feel- 
ing in Spain. The COarolines question is pre- 
destined to have a peacetul ending, and not all 
the howling of Madrid mobs, or tne schemes 
of Prince Bismarck, or the desires of the 
Spanish conimanders is key to bring on a war 
between the two countries, while as to the in- 
sult to the German colors in Madrid that is a 
thing easily apologized for, as France, on sim- 
ilar occasions, has apologised both to Germany 
and to Spain. When Prince Bismarck disturbs 
the peace of Europe it will not be for the sake 
of a-remote and almost unkoown isiand—io 
say nothing of the fact that, with King Alfon- 
80 on the throne, the Spanish is the most teu- 


tonic monarchy in Europe, excepting Germany. 


All telegrams from Spain bave been muti- 
lated, corrected, or stoppediately. There have 
been thirty-nine press prosecutions in five 
days. Now a written account reaches here 
wiving extraordinary details of the strength of 
pubiic opinion in Madrid and the efforts made 
by officia:s to suppress anti-German demon- 
strations and prevent the soldiers from mixing 
with the people, concludmg that matters are 
very serious. But Bismarck would bardly take 
a course which would result in upsetting the 
most sympathetic monarchy in Europe. No-

FRANCE, 

In France the electoral contest has become 
tame. The ardor with which the campaign 
opened bas disappeared. The country is sin- 
gularly quiet. and the pol.tical committees are 
inactive. The various candidates appear to 
have already tired of the struggle, and 
their epeecnes are delivered listiesiy and are 
received without enthusiasm. Tb.s surprising 
duiluess, followed by the opening of what was 
calculated to be one of the most exciting po- 
litical campaigns ever bad in France, is at- 
tributed to enervation, produced by the long 
preparations for tne contest. 

It is understood that M. Grévy bas changed 
his mind about the Presidenc,, and that he has 
now professed a wil.ingness to continue in 
olle. Among the eminent men named ae his 
probable successor are Léon Say, M. de Frey- 
cinet, present Minister of Foreign Afuire; M. 
Fioquet, President of the Chamber of Depu- 
ties; M. Ferry, ex-Premier; and M. Br.sson, 
present President of the Oabinet. It ie gener- 
ally thought that if M. Grévy be not his own 
successor M. Brisson will have the best chance 
of securing the office. :

Many stirrma incidents attend the expulsion 
of the Russian Poles from Prussia now being 
ruthlesiy enforced under the orders of 
Prince Bismarck. The police who are 
engaged in this work of expulsion receatiy 
came across a well-to-do Poiish gentieman 
named Zamajski. He owned much desirable 
land in Posen, but lived with his family ina 
beautiful chateau in France much of his tima. 
He was ordered to settle up his affairs and quit 
Posen. He demurred and then set up a claim 
to being a French subjegt and succeeded 
in having bis appeal piaced before M. de 
Freyciaet, French Minister for Foreign Affairs. 
In his appeal Zamajski estabiished the fact 
that he was burn in Paris and was a French 
suoject. He had, however, become aso identi- 
fled with the place of his estate in Posen that 
the French Government deoiined to formally 
interfere in the case, and M. Freycinet 
contented himself with: informally referring 
the case to the German Government as one 
wortby of consideration. The result has been 
that the Prussian authorities have notified 


Zamajeki that he may retain his inter- 
eis in Germany upon condition of 
paturalizing himself as a Prussian sub- 


ject and residing on his estates in Posen. 
So many terrible injustices have deen per- 
petrated upon worthy Poles by the indiscrim- 
inate expuision which bas been carried on 
against the whole race of Russian ex les resi- 
dent in Prussia. that portions of the German 


press have at last been stirred up 
to protest against the whole business. 
The Berliner Tagblatt denounces the 


expulsions as utterly opposed to modern rights 
and bosp.tality, and suys that if thoy are per- 
éisted in they must result in prejudicing Ger- 
many’s relations with other nations. While 
Prussia continues in this work of exiling tuou- 
sands of Russian Poles who have made homos 
within ber territory Austria is encouraging 
the work which bas been organized througbout 
Ou join. or Austrian Poland, of raising sub- 
scriptions for the Polish refugees from the 
Russian edict.

For 
three years the doctor was connected with the 
Bell Telephone Company, and left it last spring 
to secure evidence and demonstrate the worth 
of his early invention. His testimony, taken 
from persoas cognizant of what be bad done in 
this matter thirty years ago, seems to leave no 
room ior reasonable doubt as to the genuine- 
ness of his claims. Every detail is substan- 
tiated by evidence that is unimpeachable. Tuis 
is secured from old residents of Wiscon- 
sin. Dr. Cushman came to Detroit and 
employed W. k. Cole to construct the in- 
struments required in testimg the use- 
fuiness of the invention. They are completed 
and present acurious collection. The original 
lighbtuimg arrestera are made of rough wood 
and raw material, even toa reproduction of the 
tin mouthpieces originally used. They work 
admirabiy, both as receivers and transmitters. 
Rough telephones are also of the collection, 
and finally the complete instrument made in a 
workmaniike manner and of the improved ma- 
teriais available at this time. They are but 
littie larger than the Beli receiver, yet

CURATIVE AND EXHILIATORY. 


WHAT OZONB WILL DO AS PRODUCED BY 
DR. SHRADY’S AND DR. SMITH’S NEW 
METHOD. 

New Yors, Sept. 12.—[Special.|—A method 
of producing ozone in Illimitabie quantities is 
revea'ed to the world by Or. George F. Shrady, 
the physician who figired as one of Gen. 
Grant’s attendants. ‘The process is the inven- 
tion, however, of Dr. Andrew H. Smith, a city 
practitioner, and he and Surady, in obedience 
to the ethical rule of the profession to impart 
all discoveries to the public instead of patenting 
or secreting them, will diselose tie matter fully 
at the forthcoming International Medical Con- 
gress. The power of ozone to vivify, invig- 
orate, strengthen those who breathe it has 
been subjected to ridicule by Jules Verne in 
his story of the wild doimgs in a village which 
became accidentaliy permeated with it. 
but physicians and scientists have long 
and have  ex- 
pected some means of utilizing it. 
Ozone is a gaseous substance, the true nature 
of which is not fully understood. It gets a 
name from the peculiar odor, which resembles 
that produced when a succession of electric 
sparks are passed through the air. Faraday 
considered ozone one of the forms of oxygen 
and identical with the medicinal quality in 
electricity. Working on the probiem from this 
premise, Dr. Smita bas built a machine for 
making Ozone, and this is what he and Shrady 
have decided to give up to the profession. The 
apparatus consists of a box filled with grease- 
free cotton fibre, through which an electric 
current ia passed between the prime con- 
ductors of a stat o machine. A large surface 
of air is thus exposed to electrical action, and 
a corresponding amount of ozone is produced. 
To breathe this through an inhaler makes one 
cough at once, and, if long continued, would 
cause bronchial inflammation; but by turning 
the out-put of ozone into a room wonderful 
results—so the doctors think—may be effected 
in a curative and exhiliatory way.

Bostrom, Mass., Sept. 10.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.}—Up in Franklin County, 150 miles 
west of Boston, is the little Town of Ashfield. 
It is a “bill town,” iying among the outskirt- 
ings of the Berkshire Mountains. It has the 
pure air, the dainty, puriing brooks that the 
speckied trout affect, the resinous, piny smell 
of the evergreen forests, beautiful sunsets be- 
hind its hill-tops, a freedom from mosquitoes, 
and last, not least, the summer home of George 
Wiliiam Curtis. What the inducement was for 
him to set up bis tabernacle here, no one 
knows. His house, thoueh large, is plalu and 
unsigutiy: he has no neighbors save Hodge 
and Joan; the roads are hilly, sandy, and 
rough; there are no books accessible, save 
those under his own roof; he must certainly 
much miss the luxuries. of Washington and 
Fulton Markets, and the railroad is inconven- 
jently distant. Yet there for years be has 
passed bis summers, and there a few days ago 
he was visited by James Russell Lowell, our 
late Ambassador to the Court of St. James. 

At a school anniversary both were present 
and both spoke. Lowell covertly owned alle- 
giance to the shrine of St. Mugwump and 
spoke guardedly on political topics. All this 
portion of his address bore the signs of care- 
ful premeditation, if not of preparation, and 
indicated that the speaker was interested in 
political matters, and may yet fee) inclined 
to take a more active participation in 
them than his scholastic duties have hitherto 
permitted. It would not be surprising if be 
were bereafter a more prominent political rao- 
tor than he has ever been hitherto. He also 
spoke very well and very appropriately upon 
the vicious habit of cramuiing our children 
with an olla-podrida of pursuits—a useless 
little of everything and nothing thoroughly in 
anything. 

PROUD OF THEIR AGB. 

This month four or five of dur neighboring 
towns celebrate the 250th anniversary of their 
settlement.

12. The latter towu— the scene of the first set 
battle of the Revolution—has more than a 
local fame from the number of literary people 
who have made their home there, and, more 
lately, from its Summer Schoo! of Philosophy. 
The recondite and abstruse subjects there dis- 
cussed, often ably and exbaustively, though 
not of popular interest, have a strange fascina- 
tion to a certain class of minds. Their tenden- 
cy is for good, tor they certainly educate and 
instruct, but doubtless their methods are open 
to the criticism that with less mysticism and 
more practiculity their good influences would 
be broader and deeper. There is an intense 
local pride about Concord people, aud their 
celebration Saturday promises to be very in- 
teresting. 

The commemorative oration will be given by 
Senator George F. Hoar, a native of the town. 
The neighboring Towns of Bedford, Acton, 
Lincoln, and Carlislie—ail children of Concord 
and once within her original limits—are invit- 
ed home by their mother. Among the guests 
will be the Hon. William M. Evarts and George 
William Curtis (both of whom bave been res- 
dents in Concord) and Gov. Robinson, who was 
born in Lexington, its adjoining town. In the 
afternoon a banquet, at which 500 people are 
expected to participate; will be given in the 
town-hall, and speeches will probably occupy 
the whole afternoon. During tke day seven 
memorial tablets will be dedicated, which have 
been erected on noted historic spots in various 
parts of the town. These, with some two 
dozen already standing, indicate by their in- 
scriptaons the precise spots where Mave oo 
curred the incidents and events that have made 
Concord classic ground.

RAILROADS THEN AND NOW. 

This yearis the fiftieth 1 the 
opening of the first three of our railroads for 
public travel—the ell, the Providence, and 
the Boston & W ter (now the Boston & 
Soe were finished at nearly the same time, 
pte latter had a little the advantage, 
running trains to Newton first, and in the early 
summer of 1635 to its terminus in Worcester.. 
In the first year's report of the directors they 
take pride in saying there were only six days 
during the winter in which one or more pas- 
sages have not been made, and not more than 
twenty days in which the whole number of 


passages (two each way) bave not been made 


at the stated hours.“ This road was forty-one 
miles iong! The locomotives used then were 
all imported from Engiand. They were small 
affairs, mounted qn four small wheels, and 
weighed about eight tons. When com 

with the powerful sixty-ton engines of the 
present day they were pigmies indeed. The 


cars were three ordinary stage-coach bodies. 


joined together, each forming a separate com-. 
partment, and each with a single door of either 
side, Not long after greatly improved cars, 
as they were considered, were introduced. 
They were in size and shape like a horse rail- 
road car, but without the platforms, and with 
the entrances on the sides, The brakeman sat 
upon the top ead, like a driver On a coach, 
The car was but just high enough for an aver- 
age man to stand erect; a very tall one was 
compelled to remove his hat till he sat down. 
Each had but four wheels, which were of much 
smaller diameter than those now used. Final- 
ly tne rails were flat shafts of iron, spiked 
down to the sleepers, and it not infrequently 
happened that the spikes became loose from 
the constant jar, the end of the rail became 
raised and ran over the wheel instead of under 
it, and a snake's head rau up through floor 
and roof of the car (and perhaps through some 
unfortunate passenger), of course throwing 
the train from the track. It is well remem- 
bered that a special train was run 
to an auction sale of woolen fabrics 
at the Saxonvilie Miiis—now the New Eugiand 
Worsted Company—when some such accident 
occurred. The cars were filled with the lead- 
ing members of the dry-goods trade of Boston. 
The care at length stopped, lying on one side. 
The agility and rapidity with which the younger 
members Of the fraternity escaped through the 
top windows have rarely been surpassed at an 
acrobatic performance. Two of the elder ones

were as much frigbtened as any, but, weighing 
some twenty stone apiece, in their frantic 
strue@gies to escape through the small windows 
they became so tightiy wedged in that an ax 
was needed before they could be liberated.

QUEER THINGS THAT. THE DEAN SERVED 
OP ON HIS TABLE. 

This queer fancy, which exercised the genius 
of the cooks of bis latter days, began very 
early. Aiready at Winchester ésquirrel-pie and 
mice cooked in batter were looked upon as real 
dainties, while Frank Buckland has left it on 
record that “a roast field-mouse—not 
a bouse-mouse— a splendid bonne 
bouche for a hungry boy; it eats like a lark.“ 
Very likely this is so; that house mice are not 
to be recommended I can myself testify as the 
result of certain experiments which were made 
at Eton some five-and-thirty years ago. But 
roast field mouse and squirrel pie were very 
commonplace viands compared with what was 
to follow. Christ Church, for instance, was 
to see a very gris'y meal in the shape of a dish 
of panther chops. The panther at the Surrey 
ZoMogical Gardens had died, and the curator, 
who was a friend of Buckland's, sent him no- 
tite of the melancholy fact. Says Frank: 1 
wrote up at once to tell him to send me down 
some chops. It had, however, been buried a 
couple of days, but I got them to dig it up and 
send me some. It was not very good.“ The 
criticism is defightful. The Deanery at West- 
minster was a great place or these 
queer, experimental feeds. Buckland’s diary, 
under date of March 9, 1849, records a dinner 
party at which were present Huxley, Biay- 
det, Rolfs,“ and at which they bad the lump- 
fish for dinner.” Very good; something like 
turtle,“ Buckland goes on to say. But the 
lumpfish was avenged the very next day, when 
the significant entry is, “ Rather seedy from 
the lumpfish!"’ In fact, people who dined with 
Dean Buckland had to dine, greatly daring. 
At Christ Church he caused a certain pickled 
horse’s tongue to be served up, and much 
appreciated it was until the guests were 
told what they bad been eating—it is possible 
that we have all consumed horses’ tongues un- 
der the pleasing delusion that they bad once 
formed part of the accustomed ox—while alli- 
gator was a delicacy of—happily one would 
think—rareé occurrence, puppies being occa- 
sionally and mice frequently eaten. At West- 
minster “hedgehog, torto se, potted ostrich, 
and occasional y rats, frogs, and snails were 
servea up for the delectatuon of favored guests. 
‘Party at the Deanery.’ one guest notes: 
‘tripe for dinner; don’t like crocodile for 
breakfast.“ — All the Year Round.

Becoming disgusted, the ‘author sent blank 
paper inclosed in an envelope to the manager 
with a note submitting the inclosed drama, 
etc.” In due time the blank paper came back 
with the usual printed notice. A writer is, 
however, not likely to meet with suck an ex- 
perience in this country. Indeed, many man- 
agers bere spend what should be their sum- 
mer holidays reading plays. 
UNAPPRECIATED GENIUS. 


At the Madison Square Theatre, for instance, 
every play is passed on anda record kept of 
the author and the story and source, whenever 


is done in order to check the writer in any at- 


ment under a new title. Of course some plays 
are 80 ridicuious on their face that a giance 
suffices to satisfy a manager 
of their lack ot availability. Frohman gives 
me the following instances of the ridiculous 
plays which bave been submitted to him: The 
scepe throughout one play was iald in Central 
Park; it coutained fl ty-two speaking charac- 
tera, each of them indulging in long 
speeches averaging words. It was in 
printed form. In another play the action 
throughout took place in a court-room and 
the audience would have been obliged 
to listen to the pleadings of the lawyers, the 
evidence, and the rulings of the Judge. A 
play with some thirty speaking characters 
opened with a moving oramio scene in Par- 
adise. The hight of absurdity was reached in 
a play with 300 speaking characters. Thescene 
throughout was laid in the House of Repre- 
sentatives, the characters including Lincoln. 
Jefferson Davis, all the Congressmen, and other 
public men. These are of course extreme 
cases, but there are not a few almost as ab- 
surd. Curiously enough, distinguished actors 
who might. be supposed to know the value of 
action and strong situations are among the 
least sucocéséfu) playwrights. I know that 
within the last fortnight a manuger received a 
play writteg by an actor of great repute. The 
manager, on reading Over the play, found difti- 
culty in persuading timself that he was not the 
victim of a joke. These extreme cases excepted, 
the plays usually received by managers are 
not utterly bad. On the contrary many of 
them are well written and teil a good story. 
Their general fault is lack of strong, moving 
situutions, Their stories, though they would 
read well as novels, are not entirely available 
for dramatic purposes. Often a good dramatic 
story is obscured by dialog, or is not properly 
and effectively developed. The manager, if he 
knows his business, will at once recognize the 
possibilities of success in sucha play. He will 
accept it with the provision that be shall be al- 
lowed to alter it and put it into such shape that 
it will have a chance of becoming dramatically 
effective. 
; REMODELING. 

Then begins the remodeling. This work is 
dest done by men of the calibre of Mackaye, 
Cazauran, Boucicaul, Daly, and Belasco. Ar- 
thur Wallack s also good at it. One of the frst 
principies applied in altering plays is that every-

It is under- 
stood that the list includes a cantata by Gade, 
one by Jensen, and some very pretty dances 
by Heinrich Hoffman—the whole program be- 
ot a light and pleasing character. 

fourth concert April 29 or May 6, also com- 
sed of novelties. They will be Goring Thom- 
es” cantata, **The Sun-Worsbipers,” Dvorak's 
cantata, . ** The Bride,“ which made 
sueb a profound impression at the Birmingham 
testival, and seiections from SBerlioz's Te 
Deum.“ The last named is another of those 
extraordinary crvations of the gifted French 
composer whose genius we are oniy now de- 
ginning to appreciate rightly. The Te Deum 
was written for double chorus, orchestra, or- 
gan, three supplementary bands, and a choir 
of 200 children, 

The season's work as a whole promises to be 
well balanced, in an artistic point of view, al- 
though it is not wholly satisfactory to be com- 
pelied to wait until February for the first nov- 
elty. The business plans for the season sre 
materially changed frem those which have re- 
centiy prevaiied. The entire series of con- 
certs is to be covered by a subscription in ad- 
vance, and no tickets to single concerts are to 
be offered for sale. It will be necessary, there- 
tore, for all who wish to enjoy the work of this 
splendid choir (whose superior can bardly be 
found in the world) to put down 
their names and money in advance. The price 
of seats will range from $3 for the cheapest to 

7 for the best. At the former rate each con- 
cert costs the hearer 75 cents; at the latter 
$1.75. It should be remembered, further, that 

these season tickets carry with them certaiu 
very important accessory advantages in the 
rigbt of admission to any or all of the re- 
hearsais of the club. This privilege adds 
much to the educational opportunity of the 
musical season. For $3 (a mere trifie in a 
year's outlay for musical instruction) the stu- 
dent may make himself practically familar 
with this entire list or important 
master works.

hensive as to be practically useless to the class 
it was intended to serve, for in the nature of 
the case no one pupil would be able to get 
through such a colossal list of sti dies as here 

given. The work has the advantage of occa- 
sional notes and observations (signed) by Dr. 
William Mason, Albert R. Parsons, and Caryl 
Florio. :

sides are very close to the head, and the small 
crown ig in horseshoe shape; sometimes a 
horseshoe made of beads outlines this crown. 


but in the greater number merely the shape is 
copied, and the end.is slightly curved upward 
parallel to the outer edge. Many bonnets show 
no defined line between the brim and the crown, 


the material which covers the frame being all 


in one piece, or at most in two pieces separated 
thfough the middie trom the front to the end 
of the crown. The new fancy is to put 
trimming straignt through the top and 
down the crown, such as rows of beads, rows of 
gilt cord, piping folds of plush, ete., and the 
combination bonnets repeat this idea by using 
a figure fabric through the middle of the front 
and the crown, - putting plain goods up each 
side, forming a high fold that rests upon the 
indented middle fabric in various ways that at 
last give new effects to the small bonnets that 
have been worn so long, and which, to the de- 
spair of the milliners, promise to take a fresh 
lease of favor. The front edge of the new 
bonpets is now very full; instead of resting 
flat on the hair, it is raised by a beaded coro- 
net, or by a puff of velvet which is very bigh 
in the middie and close on. the sides, or by 
many piping foids of the thick moleskin 
plush, the latter being used as a trimming for 
velvet bonnets of a lighter shade. Some box- 
plaited velvet fronts stand up very straight 
and high in the middie, and have narrower 
plaits on the sides. 
: MATERIALS AND TRIMMING. 

Velvet, plush, embroidered cloth, ana felt are 

the materials for the new bonnets, Both plain 


and embroidered velvets are used, and some 
striped velvets are shown. Beaded velvet and 


heavily beaded laces are used down the centre 


of black bonnets, with the sides of plain black 
veivet, each side being in one smooth piece 
extending from the front backward, meeting 
in a point at the end of the crown. Plush is 
used to trim veivet of a lighter shade, being 
arranged, as has been said, in thick close foids 
along the edges, or in box-plaiting on 
the top. There are also bonnets entirely 
of plush put smoothly on severe-shaped 
foundations, and ornamented with rows of 
wooden beads around the s and a bunch of 
fancy feathers directly on top. The embroi- 
dered cloths rival velvets in beauty, and will 
be worn with all kinds of costumes, though de- 
signed originally for the embroidered cloth 
costumes that will be among the most elegant 
visiting dresses of the winter. Felt bonnets 
have the new borseshoe crown and the brim in 
one piece with the sides, thus being divided on 
top from back to front instead of across from 
ear to ear. Long stitches of fine chenille cord 
in points or scallops form a pretty finish to the 
edges of felt bongets. 

Many of the veivet and felt bonnets are 
trimmed with ribbons alone—a returnto the 
fashions of long ago—dispensing with flowers, 
feathers, or beads.) This style is severe, but 
milliners say it is youthful, and predict its 
populerity for the demure-looking little bon- 
nets that are shown for very young ladies. The 
plain repped or satin ribbons with purled edges 
arv ehosen darker than the botnet, and are 
arranged in a high narrow bow of long loops 
on top of the front, aspiring to great hight at 
the back of the, crown. The strings are then 
folded narrowly along the ena of the crown, 
attached by an ornement on each side 
and are to be tied under the chi. The tigré 
and bwsselé (road) plus ribbons’ sxe ar- 
ranged in the same way, but fewer joops are 
used, on account.ef the thickness of the rib- 
bon. Fancy feathers on slender quills curved 
at the end are sometimes thrust in high bows 
of velvet ribbous for the cockade top bow, 
while there are also feather clusters of wings 
and breasts that are complete trimmings of 
themselves. Fur will be much used on bon- 
nets, especially Astrahkan, beaver, and silver- 
fox skins, the latter being likea with the 
plomb, navy blue, sphinx, and Russian biue 
velvets that are so largely imported that one is 
led to believe blue is coming into favor again, 
though the milifners say brown and green meet 
with most favorin Paris. Birds’ heads with 
long beaks, and especiaily biackbirds, are 
greatly used on very bright red and green vel- 
vet bonnets; sea-swallows and gulls are on 
brown and blue velvets. Bits of peacocks’ 
feathers, especially the eyes, are put about in 
fancy clusters of feathers, and the p!umage of 
the bird-ol-paradise is used in the same way. 
Quills and wings of beads or of embroidered 
veivet are set about as ornaments, sometimes 
quite bigh, and tbree or tour in a cluster, and 
also flat on the fabric of which the bonnet is 
made, 

Plush and velvets are made into round hats, 
being placed smooth and plain around the 
frame, with closely cli velvet for cho. top 
of the crown. Picot satin or repped ribbons 
pass around the crown or form a single bow 
on the left side, with ostrich tips coming down 
from the top on the left, though a newer fancy 
prescribes drooping loops of the ribbon, folded 
nearly double, falling on the right side from 
the top of the crown down to the brim. The 
closely rolled brim may be severely piain or 
have a puffed velvet edge, or a full facing of 
velvet inside, or be covered with Astrakban, or 
beaver cloth, or real fur. 

MODEL BONNETS. 

The pointed or slashed brims are seen on the 
Smallest capote bonnets; for instance,.a beaver 
brown velvet bonnet has the siashed brim. cov- 
ered with four or five folds of thick moleskin 
plush of darker lynx brown, and these folds 
meet at the top and pass back to the end of the 
crown. A large bird of gold and brown shades 
nestles in some high plush loops ontop. The 
strings of brown satin ribbon three iaches wide 
cross the bottom of the crown. A black vel- 
vet capote with pointed froat has three rows 
of large jet beads along the brim, while a 
horseshoe of beads rests flat on the crown, 
and outlines or borders it. Piaited fans of 
Chantilly lace extend back on the top, and 
support bigh wings of fine jet beads. Picot sat- 
in ribbon strings. A second black bonnet has 
embroidered velvet extending through the 
middie of the top and crown, with plain vel- 
vet in a single piece on each side. A garnet 
velvet bonnet is studdea all overfrom the 
coronet back with flat garnets, faceted, and 
half an inch in diameter. An entire bonnet 
frame is covered with diagonal velvet folds 
aiternately of bronze grecn and brown. A 
sapphire blue velvet bonnet has mottled gray 
piush covering che brim, and a high bow of 
blue satin ribbon, in which two gray doves rest 
with their heads against the front, A revers col- 
lar and muff of the mottied plush go with this 
bonnet. A brown velvet bonnet has the sides 
and the coronet studded with brown wooden 
beads; the high bow of brown velvet on top 
holde a black bird with long black beak and 
black and yellow tail featners. A high round 
hat ot bronze-green velvet bas the brim coyv- 
ered with Astrakuan cloth of che same shade, 
and a green and red bird rests on a long - looped 
bow in front. This bow is of satin ribbon, 
with the picot edges of gilt, and each loop has 
the ribbon folded nearly doubie. A brown felt 
round hat has the edges of the brim neatiy 
bound, and a cascade of brown ostrich-tips for 
its only trimming. Rough. cloth hats, some- 
what in Alpine sbape, simply stitched, or eise 
with bound edges, are imported to wear with 
cloth dresses. 

JERSEYS. 

Jerseys are again imported for autumn wear, 
and are cut with as many seams as a tailor 
basgue. They are quite short and pointed in 
front, still shorter on the hips, and have a nar- 
row square postilion plaiting. ind. A plush 
vest of contrasting color is the new trimming, 
with a high military collar and small cuffs of 
the same. Small Japanese buttons, flat, dia- 
mond-sbaped, oval, or round, are used, col- 
ored pearl or of métal. White jerseys have 
gviden brown plush for trimming; poppy red 
plush is on the new sbades of green jersey 
cloth: cardina: plash vests are on navy blue, 
brown, and biack jerseys.

They are shirred 
at the top and bottom, and are attached to a 
collar of onlyjtwo folds, or of many narrower 
foids, that is buttoned behind. Very narrow 
ribbon, a fourth of an inch wide, is tied in long 
loops, and set where a brooch would otherwise 
be placed. Other vests of muslin are in length- 
wise folds, with a fan-like bow of velvet un the 
waist line, while others have revers of velvet, 
with also a high collar of velvet. Jacket fronts 
curving away on the sides are made to pass 
under a basque back. The cravat bows 
are long and narrow, reaching almost to 
the waist line, and are made of many fine 
plaits. The Genoa point and crocheted laces 
ure so heavy that they are worn smooth and 
plain over velvet. Scarfs and barbes of Genoa 
lace and of Valenciennes are again coming into 
use to be folded in long rows down the front 
of the corsage. Folds of canvasor of muslin 
still rival frills as a finish inside the neck and 
sleeves of dresses. : 


BREAKFAST CAPS AND VEILS. 


Breakfast caps are of white wool lace, 
crocheted laces, and gilt lace, shaped almost 
like a capote bonnet, and trimmed with the 
new picot ribbons arranged in long loops care- 
lesly put together on top of the crown to form 
a soft roset. i 

New tissues for long scarf veils are of fine 
silk threads woven in fish-net patterns. White 
and plomb colors will be most used for eariy 
autumn, as they have been during the sum- 
mer, but dark rea, blue, brown, and green tis- 
sues are shown for winter veils.

DRESS MATERIALS. 


New York Evening Post: Heavy woolen can- 
vas goods, in fine or large meshes, comes plain. 
in stripes, forming plaids for undorskirts and 
trimmings, or plain, with dots and geometrical 
figures raised upon the canvas surface. These 
goods are trimmed with woolen laces and will 
be worn during the authmn beneath dressy 
visites and other short wraps. 

Some of the elegant fancy woolen fabrics 
brought out recently are as expensive as silk 
or satin goods of fine quality, and are far more 
popular for street wear than either of these 
materials, if we except, perhaps, the dark du- 
rable surahs. The new vigognes, for instance, 
are shown with exceedingly rich broché fig- 
u small, but magnificentiy colored, over 
plain, rich, darkly-dyed grounds. The broché de- 
signs, although showing a mingling of Persian 
colors, are always in perfect harmony with the 
prevailing shade of the goods they decorate, 
reminding one of the autumn foliage, a trifie 
subdued from its first vivid brilliancy of color- 
ing, against the background of a du, dark 
September sky. These rich figures are not 
woven in clusters, but detached and sprinkled 
at quite wide intervals over the soit, hand- 
somely finished fabrics. ' 

This is to be a “checkered season in the 
matter of woolen fabrics, judging by the end- 
less lines and grades of plaided and blocked 
patterns which strew the counters and adorn 
the shop windows of *‘exciusive’’ importers, 
who are sure to secure the leading novelties 
for their patrons. The new plaids and checxs 
are uncommonly handsome, and there is an 
absence of the overbrilliant color which 
frequently charactérizes these igns. 
Cream and ruby, olive: and doe color, dark 
blue and deep crimson (the fashionable 
‘Princess of Wales combination), and 


an artistic shading of a single color merely out- 


lined at the edges of each plaid, with hair lines 
of a contrasting hue, are among the many pat- 
terns dieplayod. Tull Grapings, laid in 
heavy flat folds at one side, or down each side 
of the front of the dress, is the popular and 
stylish mode of arranging the skirts to these. 
Velvet is used asa garniture upon checked and 
piaided suits in preference to other trimmings, 
and very frequentiy the dress, wrap in the 
shape of Gladstone jacket, or Jong French pe- 
lisse, and the princesse bonnet are made to 
correspond. 

Added to the array of cheviots, tweeds, 
armures, serges, fancy suitmgs, bourets, 
ohecks, and plaids, and shaggy bouclé fabrics 
which flood the market, are the handsome and 
ladylike machine-embroidered vigognes and 
French cashmeres, which appear with sk 
wrought borderings and vest and panel adorn- 
ings more elaborate and beautiful than ever, 
although these goods are marked at a price 
considerably lower than they were ever offered 
before. They are heavier in quality thau the 
same style of goods shown last spring, and are 
therefore very appropriate for cool-weather 
wear. A darker shade of the same color is 
used for the embroidery, which decorates these 
goods, but in higher-priced patterns, which 
come in boxes irom Paris, are wrought border- 
ings in Indian. designs in which small but 
brilliant Eastern colors are deftly and wonder- 
fully intermingled; the devices outlined with 
heavy threads of gold and bronze. Suits made 
up of these show a visite en suite, the wrap 
lined inside with poppy-red surah, and trimmed 
with elegant silk chenille fringes, which repro- 
duce the blended colors embroidered on the

A glimpse at some of the superb visiting and 
dinner dresses made in Paris proves that the 
reign of bead decoration is far from over. On 
the contrary, these costiy and elegant garni- 
tures appear in more elavorate, varied, and at- 
tractive designs than were ever brought out 
The very expensive patterns are 
marvels of artistic richness and beauty; these 
in wide bands to be sold bg the yard, pendant 
ornaments in special designs for vest, 
corsage, and sleeve decoration; appliques 
in floral and Byzantine devices ‘in am- 
ber, ruby, bronze, etc., showing wonderful 
effects in shading and color schemes.

She made one of her first successes 
in it about thirteen years ago at the old Acad- 
emy of Music, but why she should re- 
vive it now passes comprehension, for 
the title role is distinctively an ingenue 
part, the central character being that 
of the mother, which was assumed 
yesterday by Mrs. Farren. The story is that 
of a girl who, when on the point of marriage, 
discovers that she is the illegitimate child of 
an erring wife and that her rival is ber own 
sister. She commits suicide, and in the fourth 
act is brought upon the stage drowned with 
flowers Ophbelia-like in ber 
Shakspeare did this sort of thing 
much better in his time, and never 
thought of as false and utteriy 
useless a Gramatic expedient. as bringing a 
corpse into a room filled with people. The 
drama shows the germs of Sardou's construct- 
ive ability, but it is strained and impotent in 
its conclusion, and it affords. no opportunity 
for the display of genius such as Miss Morris 
possesses. Dumas’ Denise,“ could she have 
given it instead, would have been a great 
treat. “Alixe” is a curiosity, however, as 
showmg how the French always regard the 
married woman as an object of interest, while 
English fiction is rather indifferent to one 
whose fate is settied and invariably devotes it- 
self to the uamarried girl. The difference in 
social customs in the two countries explains 
this disparity in tastes. The people who took 
part in yesterday's performance were not cor- 
rectiy dressed.

INDIANS PLAY AN INTERESTING GAME AT 
THE BALL PARK. 

The game of lacrosse which took place yes- 
terday at the ball park between the Indian 
teams of the Bad River and Red quitt bands of 
Lake Superior Indians attracted some 1,200 
people, and proved to be one of the most novel 
and exciting contests of the kind ever wit- 


nessed in Chicago. The Indians in their 
picturesque costumes of brilliant colors went 
at their work with a degree of energy and act- 
ivity that Kept the onlookers in a state 
of eager. anticipation until the finish 
of the game, which resulted in favor 
of the Bad River redskins. The bats used in 
the contest were uulike the unwieldy * hand- 
baskets used by Anglo-Saxons in lacrosse, 
but were simple hickory withes crooked at one 
end so as to form a loop, with a cord netting to 
hold the ball.

TAMMANY’S ACTION CAUSES A BREEZE. 

W. Burke Cockran’s anti-civil-service re- 
form resolutions, which were carried with such 
enthusiasm by the Tammany Hall General 
Committee last night, have caused a stronger 
breeze than any recent local poilticai event. 
Tney were the talk of all the political resorts 
today, and the comments from Democrats even 
outside tne wigwam were favorable as a rule. 
Some, in an endeavor to create increasing 
sentiment against the Tammany organ:zation, 
sought to interpret the resolutions as a direct 
slap at the Administration, but tne more 
liberal took the view that were 
simply an expression against the civil-service 
system. A Tammany sachem took the ground 
that all three of che local Democratic factions 
were in sympathy: with the sentiment ex- 
pressed, and that Tanimany Hall alone had the | 
courage to place its views on record. 
County Democracy leaders by a close shave 
prevented the carrying of similar resolutions 
at the recent meeting of, the County Commit- 
tee, said he. The resolutons were offered, 
and bad they been put would have been carried 
Dy arousing vote. A diplomatic leader smoothed 
out matters by explaining that Democrats as 
well as Republicans were in favor of civil-serv- 
ice reform, but simply differed as to its appli- 
cation, and suggesting that the resolutions be 
sent to the Committee on Resolutions.

THE BANKS AND THE ASSESSMENT OF 
SHARES UF STOCK. 

A concerted movement is being made by 
twenty-seven of thé National banks in this 
city to resist the assessment and collection of 
taxes upon their bank shares by the city. Bills 
of complaint have been filed in the United 
States Circuit Court praying that the assess- 
ment may be declared illegal and asking for an 
injunction restraining the city from the collec- 
tion of the taxes during the pending 
of + the ~ suit. A similar action willi 
be brought by the State banks in 
the State courts in about two weeks. The bills 
of complaint say that the statute of July 1. 
1882, under the provisions of which the taxes 
are now collected, is contrary to the provisions 
of Sec. 5,219 of the Revised Statutes of the 
United States, and is therefore void, for 
tre reason that the State of New 
York has imposed no taxation whatever 
upon other moneyed capital in the hands 
of individual citizens of the State. 
The banks claim that the State has exemptded 
from taxation moneyed capital to the amountiof 
$2,481,000,000, which is composed chiefly of in- 
surance shares, railroad bonds, and capital of 
a like nature, and that the taxable moneyedjcap- 
ital does not exceed $380,000,000. For this rea- 
son the banks claim that the State has not, 
within the true intent and meaning of Sec. 
6,219, imposed upon other moneyed capital in 

of the individual citizens of 
a like tax with that 
has sought to impose upon 
the shares of stock of the Nationai banks situ- 
ated within the limits of the State. The rate 
of taxation fixed by the Board of Aldermen is 
$2.40 on every $100. The total par value of the 
shares of capital stock of the National banks in 
this State is estimated to be $83,273,000 and of 
the State banks $22,000,000. A movement of 
a similar character ison foot in Pennsylvania, 
and 18 said to be extending through the entire 
country.
